Major job cuts are hitting the 
Halifax Regional School Board. 

In a closed-door meeting 
Wednesday night, the board ap¬ 
proved more than 200 staffing 
reductions, including 152 class¬ 
room teachers. 

The board says the 0.9 per 
cent funding cut by the prov¬ 
ince for the 2012-13 school year 
shoulders much of the blame, 
along with inflationary increas¬ 
es on things such as utilities, 
fuel and salaries. 

In total, the board said it 
faced a net reduction of $10.2 
million, including a $3.2 mil¬ 
lion cut in provincial money. 

“Short of the government 
providing more funding to the 
boards, this is what it’s going 
to be. We don’t have any other 
alternative,” board chair Irvine 
Carvery said after the meeting. 

“This is the best that we 
could strategize in spreading 
the cuts through our whole

board.” 

Carvery said that in the 
classroom the effect would be 
felt through larger class sizes, 
fewer courses available to high- 
school students and more com¬ 
bined classes. 

He said no teachers are be¬ 
ing laid off, with the staffing 
reductions coming through 
retirements and positions not 
being replaced. 

He also said that of the 
teaching jobs being lost, only 
25 are due to declining enrol¬ 
ment, which the province has 
said was the main reason for 
the funding cut. 

“We are not bringing new 
people into the system,” he 
said. “That’s the only way we 
could manage those cuts.” 


Staffing paid through 
supplementary funding from 
HRM, which is down about 
$ 450 , 000 : 

• 6 NSTU specialist support 
positions (FTE) 

• 2.5 teachers (FTE) 

• 2 library support specialists 
FTEs 

• 1.7 teacher specialists

This is the second year in 
a row that school boards in 
Nova Scotia have had to deal 
with cuts in provincial funding. 
Carveiy said with last year’s re¬ 
duction they were able to avoid 
job losses by “cutting as much 
fat out of the operation” as they 
could. This year, there was no 
more getting around it, he said. 

“We did make cuts in some 
non-staffing areas. Professional 
development for staff has been 
dramatically decreased,” Carv¬ 
eiy said of the board’s new 
budget. 

“There wasn’t an area that 
we could spare to balance the 
budget this year.” 

The board will vote to give 
the budget the official stamp of 
approval on May 30.

Victoria Park 
eviction. Group says 
it’s considering legal 
action against police 
and how they handled 
Nov. 11 eviction

Eleven Occupy Nova Scotia 
protesters arrested during 
last fall’s eviction at Victoria 
Park in Halifax have all had 
their charges withdrawn. 

Prosecutor Rick Wood- 
burn said on Wednesday after 
he analyzed the evidence in 
the case that there was no 
real prospect of conviction. 

The charges were with¬ 
drawn against the 11 people 
in Halifax provincial court on 
Wednesday morning. 

“The police conducted a 
thorough investigation and 
had reasonable grounds to lay 


charges at the time,” Wood- 
burn said. 

He wouldn’t elaborate 
any further, saying it would 
be unfair to both the pro¬ 
testers and police to go 
into detail of the evidence 
now that charges have been 
dropped. 

The bylaw concerning 
camping in public parks is 
also still in effect and enforce¬ 
able by police, he said. 

Of the 14 people arrested 
on Remembrance Day, three 
were young people who went 
through the restorative jus¬ 
tice system, while the 11 
adults faced charges of ob¬ 
struction and one breach of a 
court order. 

Sarah Ovens is one of the 
Occupy members who had 
her charges withdrawn on 
Wednesday morning. “I’m 
just very happy it’s over 
with,” she said. 

Since being charged dur¬ 
ing the Nov. 11 eviction, 
Ovens said she has appeared 
in court eight times with her 
fellow protesters.

Patient’s disappearance not her first 



Amy Elizabeth Ogilvie has 
been missing from the East 
Coast Forensic Hospital before. 

Documents from the 
Nova Scotia Criminal Code 
Review Board reveal Ogilvie, 
21, was “AWOL” for several 
weeks in 2011. 

“The Board had before it a 
letter from Dr. Brunet dated 
Dec. 5, in which she noted 
Ms. Ogilvie returned to the 
hospital on her own accord 
on Nov. 2, having been AWOL 
for several weeks,” the dis¬ 
position order reads. 

“She reported that she 
had spent some time in Dart¬ 
mouth, and then travelled to 


Montreal and Edmonton.” 

After her return, Ogilvie 
was subjected to a “restric¬ 
tion of liberties” for about 
two weeks. Ogilvie wanted 
a discharge, the documents 
state, but while a formal risk 
assessment was not complet¬ 
ed, her doctor noted “a num¬ 
ber of dynamic risk factors 
still outstanding.” 

Ogilvie was on an unsuper¬ 
vised day pass from the hospi¬ 
tal last Friday when she failed 
to return for curfew. Halifax 
Regional Police said on Wed¬ 
nesday they believe she is in 
the Montreal area. 

“While it’s not clear why she 


went to Montreal, it’s where we 
believe she is,” said spokesman 
Const. Brian Palmeter. 

When asked if it was prop¬ 
er to grant Ogilvie unsuper¬ 
vised leave so soon after she 
fled the province, Health Min¬ 
ister Maureen MacDonald re¬ 
iterated that’s up to the board 
and her clinical team. 

Liberal justice critic Michel 
Samson said both the minis¬ 
ter of health and the minister 
of justice are attempting to 
pass the buck.

Health care. More 
than 900 doctors, or 
31 percent of current 
workforce, expected to 
retire by 2021 


Nova Scotia will need close to 
200 more doctors over the next 
decade to meet the demands of 
its aging population, says a new 
report released Wednesday. 

The report by Social Sec¬ 
tor Metrics Inc. and Health 
Intelligence Inc. said growing 
rates of chronic disease in the 
elderly would mean the prov¬ 
ince would need 187 more 
doctors over the next 10 
years to cover growing health 
needs and retirements in the

physician workforce. 

It said that number could 
fluctuate depending upon fac¬ 
tors such as population shifts 
and disease rates, though it 
adds that the province’s popu¬ 
lation is expected to be six per 
cent older on average by 2021 
than it is now. 

The consultants said the 
province needs a better mix of 
family doctors and specialists to 
ensure better access to primary 
care. It recommends increasing 
the percentage of family and 
primaiy-care physicians from 
the current 42 per cent to 49 
per cent by 2021. 

Health Minister Maureen 
MacDonald said the report has 
given the province an overview 
of its physician needs. 

“It will provide us with a 
framework so that we can train, 
recruit and retain the right mix 
of doctors for our province,” 
said MacDonald. 

She said the province is look¬ 
ing at strengthening doctor- 
recruitment efforts and at pro¬ 
viding additional incentives to 
ensure physicians are working 
where they are needed most, 
particularly in rural areas.

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Sombre vigils mark 
Westray anniversary 



20 years after mining 
disaster. Reflecting on 
loss, lessons learned 


High school students placed 
white roses on the Westray 
mine disaster memorial Wed¬ 
nesday during a ceremony 
that urged future generations 
to never forget the import¬ 
ance of worker safety. 

Twenty-six flowers were 
laid on the dark granite stone, 
one for each of the miners 
whose names are etched into 
the memorial of the May 9, 
1992, disaster. 

Under leaden sides that 
delivered a steady downpour, 
Rev. Glen Matheson gave an 
account of the history of min¬ 
ing disasters, saying the ex¬ 
plosion in Plymouth, N.S., at 
the Westray mine had been 
among the worst in Canadian 
history. 

He read from the public in¬ 
quiry into the disaster, which 
found that it was the result of 
“incompetence, mismanage¬ 
ment, bureaucratic bungling, 
deceit, ruthlessness, coverups, 
apathy, expediency and cyn¬ 
ical indifference.” 

The Presbyterian minister 
— who said prayers for the 
dead in the days following the 
methane and coal-dust explo¬ 
sion — prayed Wednesday 
that political leaders will re¬ 
member and learn. 

“May there be lessons 
learned from this place. I pray 
this in the name of all things 
holy,” he said. 

As names of the dead min¬ 
ers were read, their relatives 
came forward and put down 
bouquets. A few reached out 
and touched the names on the 
stone. 

The Men of the Deeps, a 


miners choral group, sang 
songs about coal mining ac¬ 
companied by the young 
people who had placed the 
roses. 

Both the evening cere¬ 
mony and the morning vigil 
were held above the section of 
the mine where it’s believed 
the bodies of 11 men remain 
buried. Searchers had to leave 
them entombed in the mine 
because the rock had become 
too unstable, the Canadian press

Plenty of anger on social media 
over proposed power-rate hike 


Nova Scotia Power Inc.’s 
latest proposed rate hike has 
been getting plenty of atten¬ 
tion on social media, with 
most people unhappy the 
company is calling for a six 
per cent increase over the 
next two years. 

Archie Stewart, a retired 
62-year-old from Port Hawkes- 
bury, started a Facebook 
group and online petition to 
stop the increase after it was 
announced Tuesday morning. 
Over 800 people have signed 
the petition Deny Nova Scotia 
Power a Rate Increase in 2013 
by late Wednesday. 

“This is telling me I’m not 
the only one upset,” Stewart 



said. “Once I have close to 
100,000 names then that be¬ 
comes a political issue.” 

Stewart said he plans to 
take the petition to Premier 
Darrell Dexter, who he hopes 


can have some influence 
over the Nova Scotia Utility 
and Review Board’s decision 
about whether to accept the 
three per cent increase in 
both 2013 and 2014. 

Regarding Dexter’s state¬ 
ment to media Tuesday that 
the extra money for NSPI 
could help cover the switch 
to renewable energy, Stewart 
called that a “load of crock.” 

“I’m all for saving the 
environment, but not when 
seniors are forced to chose 
between buying drugs, food, 
or paying their power bill,” 
he said.

Grand opening for 
south-end Halifax 
trail set for May 26 




Ten years and a lot of work 
— all for one kilometre of as¬ 
phalt. 

A south-end Halifax com¬ 
munity group is finally having 
an official opening for their 
Urban Greenway at the end of 
this month. 

“The one kilometre we 
thought was important be¬ 
cause it had been threatened 
with subdivisions and develop¬ 
ment,” said Mark Poirier, chair 
of the Halifax Urban Green¬ 
way Association. 

“It’s a fact on the ground 
now, so it’s only just the first 
piece of something that’s sup¬ 
posed to go through the entire 
city.” 

The long-term plan is for 
this trail to connect with the 
Chain of Lakes trail on one 
end then push through Saint 
Maiy’s University and finish at 
Point Pleasant Park. 

“I think we finally have 
something that can be shown 
as ‘This is the beginning, now 
let’s move forward on either 
end,”’ Poirier said, adding 
the connections are probably 
a decade or more away, due 
to high costs, and have to go 
along the rail cut, requiring 
crossings under bridges. 

But the finished one-kilo- 
metre stretch is now a heav¬ 
ily used trail along the rail cut 
near Beaufort Avenue from 
South Street to Bellevue Av¬ 
enue. 

“This trail was the vision 
and the dream of several resi¬ 
dents in and around the south 


end,” said Coun. Sue Uteclc. 

“This project started 
around 2002, so it’s a 10-year 
labour of love.” 

The trail has actually been 
open for close to two years, but 
since federal infrastructure 
money was involved, Urban 
Greenway had to wait for a 
federal official to be available 
for the ceremony. The entire 
project cost $880,000, with 


HRM chipping in $280,000, 
and the province and the feds 
providing the rest. 

Over the years, getting CN 
Rail and the neighbourhood 
on board was no easy task. 

“It was a battle with CN 
but it was also a battle with 
the neighbours who had never 
seen or experienced an urban 
trail and thought we were 
going to destroy Beaufort Av¬ 


enue,” Uteclc said. 

Poirier said once the neigh¬ 
bours were given a tree-by-tree 
accounting of what would 
happen to make the trail, they 
came around. 


“Now you talk to people 
who were in opposition and 
they say, ‘We think everything 
turned out well when we 
thought everything would be 
clearcut,”’ he said.

It looks certain that 
maintenance and custodial 
workers at Cole Harbour 
Place will be on the picket 
line at 8 a.m.

The union’s last offer was 
rejected by managers on 
Tuesday, said Adam Panlco, 
speaking for the Nova Scotia 
Union of Public and Private 
Employees. 

The 25 workers currently 
earn $10.37 to $15.64 an 
hour and are looking for a 
$1.45/hour raise over four 
years. Part-timers want the 
same holidays as full-timers 
and to receive double time 
for working on holidays. 

The current position of 
the union for a 14 per cent 
plus increase is a non-starter 
in the current economy, said 
Cathy Burgess, general man¬ 
ager of Cole Harbour Place. 
The strike won’t shut down 
the recreation complex.

Michael Rafferty, 31, has 
pleaded not guilty to first 
degree murder, sexual 
assault causing bodily harm 
and kidnapping. 

Crown admitted Wednesday. 

There is no question that 
McClintic’s testimony was 
flawed, the Crown told the 
jury at Michael Rafferty’s 
trial. 

But there are at least 25 
other pieces of evidence that 
confirm her original story. 

McClintic, who had al¬ 
ready pleaded guilty to first- 
degree murder in eight-year- 
old Tori’s death, testified that 
Rafferty urged her to kidnap 
a young girl for him, then 
sexually assaulted the child. 

McClintic testified she 


then snapped and killed Tori. 

But Crown attorney Kevin 
Gowdey told the jury in Lon¬ 
don, Ont., to consider what 
McClintic told police all along 
— that Rafferty killed the girl. 

Gowdey suggested that 
McClintic’s version of events 
in which she flew into a rage 
at seeing Rafferty rape Tori 
was less credible. 

But it doesn’t matter, he 
said, whether Rafferty killed 
Tori or McClintic did. 

They both worked togeth¬ 
er and they both knew Tori 
would never be returned to 
her home in Woodstock, Ont. 

Rafferty’s lawyer has sug¬ 
gested McClintic master¬ 
minded the whole murder 
scheme, that there was no 
sexual assault, and 
that Rafferty was just a 
mere bystander to his 
twisted girlfriend’s plot.

Going up... Toews boosting inmates’ 'rent’ 


Public Safety Minister Vic 
Toews is taking his tough- 
on-crime campaign a step 
further by making prison in¬ 
mates pay more for room and 
board behind bars. 

He said Wednesday that 
Corrections Canada will also 
eliminate incentive pay for 
convicts who work in prison 
shops, and will turn the run¬ 


ning of all prison canteens 
over to inmates. 

Other changes will stream¬ 
line the way prisoners pur¬ 
chase products from the out¬ 
side and make them cover all 
the costs of their telephone 
calls. 

Toews said the changes 
will save taxpayers $10 mil¬ 
lion a year. 


Prisoners now pay up to 
$25 a week for room and 
board, depending on how 
much they earn in the vari¬ 
ous prison programs. 

The change means that 
prisoners on the high end of 
the pay scale will have to pay 
30 per cent of their income 
toward their keep.

Cancer’s death 
toll declining 

The death toll from 
cancer in Canada is on 
the decline, the Canadian 
Cancer Society says. 

One factor: Lung 
cancer is killing fewer 
Canadian men than it did 
in earlier decades, the 
agency says.

The organization overseeing 
a major expansion of Internet 
address suffixes hopes to re¬ 
sume taking proposals on May 
22 following a technical glitch 
that shut down its computer 
system for weeks. 

Last month, the Internet 
Corporation for Assigned 
Names and Numbers abruptly 
shut down a system for letting 
companies and organizations 
propose new suffixes, after it 
discovered a software glitch 
that exposed some private 
data. The data in some cases of¬ 
fered clues about which com¬ 
panies were proposing what 
suffixes — details that were

supposed to be confidential. 
ICANN said it had no evidence 
that anyone intentionally 
viewed the data.

The original deadline was 
April 12, but ICANN shut down 


the system just hours before 
it was to close. At the time, 
ICANN planned to reopen the 
system within four business 
days. Instead, it found it need¬ 
ed more time to figure out 
why the software had failed 
and how to fix it. It also had to 
notify affected applicants. 

Up to 1,000 domain-name 
suffixes — the “.com” part of 
an Internet address — could 
be added each year in the 
most sweeping change to the 
domain-name system since its 
creation in the 1980s. 

From a technical stand¬ 
point, the names let Internet- 
connected computers know 
where to send email and locate 
websites. But they’ve come to 
mean much more. 

The delay shouldn’t have a 
major effect on the availabil¬ 
ity of new suffixes, as the new 
names won’t appear in general 
use until at least next spring 
anyway — in many cases, 
much later.

Coffee chain

Financially squeezed coffee 
drinkers have largely been 
undeterred from frequent 
visits to Tim Hortons 
Inc., but the coffee and 
doughnut chain said it has 
seen a decline in hard-hit 
manufacturing towns. 

Tim Hortons reported 
Wednesday a 10 per cent 
increase in first-quarter 
earnings and a 12 per 
cent rise in sales, driven 
by strong same-store sales 
growth in both its Canadian 
andU.S. stores.

Research in Motion, the Wat¬ 
erloo, Ont.-based smartphone 
maker, has been granted a 
patent from the United States 
Patent and Trademark Office 
for an “angular keyboard for a 
handheld mobile communica¬ 
tion device.” 

Submitted in Januaiy 2009, 
RIM’s patent application out¬ 
lined a newly designed smart¬ 
phone keyboard with angled 
lines separating each key.

Embattled engineering giant 
SNC-Lavalin is facing its second 
class-action lawsuit in months 
after a Toronto firm said it is 
seeking $1.5 billion on behalf 
of investors outside of Quebec 
who saw the value of their asset 
plummet. 

Rochon Genova LLP an¬ 
nounced the lawsuit Wednes¬ 
day, alleging the Montreal-based 
company violated securities 
law by misrepresenting that it 
had adequate controls and pro¬ 
cedures to ensure accurate dis¬ 
closure and financial reporting. 

“When a company repeated¬ 


ly highlights its strong govern¬ 
ance practices to the investing 
public, revelations of serious 
misconduct cause damage to 
the company’s reputation and, 
in turn, substantial harm to its 
investors,” lawyer John Archi¬ 
bald said in a news release. 

The claim arises from al¬ 
leged payments made by SNC- 
Lavalin to members, associ¬ 
ates, and agents of the Gadhafi 
regime to secure contracts for 
infrastructure projects in Libya. 

The allegations have not 
been proven in court.

Summer is almost here — and 
that means summer movie sea¬ 
son has been underway for only 
14 weeks. 

That might seems counter¬ 
intuitive, but that’s only because 
you don’t think like a movie exec (sniffing a marker helps). 

The reason that summer “films” start while you’re getting 
over your New Year’s hangover is, of course, that they make 
more money. Hollywood “event movies” attract more people 
willing to pay $13 ($47 with popcorn) because those films 
have a greater number of complex thematic elements involv¬ 
ing explosions, car chases and bosoms. 

So if you expand the summer to include months that 
aren’t technically summer, you can expand on your explo¬ 
sions, and squeeze in more breasts and crash for cash. 

This is vital to the modern movie exec because, as any 
trade publication will tell you, the movie industry is worse 
off financially than Greece. Attendance was down so far 
last year that insiders were comparing it to way back in — 
cross yourself if you’re Christian — 1995.

If people stop going to the mov¬ 
ies, they’ll have to stop making them. Or stop paying actors 
$10 million a film — but that would be madness. 

So, I beg of you, please go see all the summer flicks you 
can. If not for Hollywood, then for me. 

You see, movies like The Avengers and Spider-Man and 
Battleship (Battleship?!) help keep the industry afloat so I can 
sit alone in theatres watching subtitled films that I pretend 
to understand. I’ll accept your car chases and explosions and 
bosoms, if you’ll accept my subtitles and nonsense scenes 
and, okay, bosoms. 

Summer movie season keeps expanding even as I hope 
that movies will get smaller. Or, as Hollywood puts it, “I’m 
getting too old for this.”

This weekend, Tim Burton 
and Johnny Depp bring the 
long-dead gothic soap opera 
Dark Shadows to back to life. 

The 1960s melodrama — 
which TV Guide included on 
its Top Cult Shows Ever list 
— hinged on the supernatur¬ 
al comings and goings at the 
Collins family’s estate. 

Werewolves, zombies 
and witches all appeared, 
but it was Barnabas Collins, 
a lovesick vampire troubled 
by his immortal existence — 
although it wasn’t until epi¬ 
sode 410 that they actually 
used the “v”-word; before 
then they’d say, “he walks at 
night but he ain’t alive” — 
who brought in upwards of 
20 million afternoon viewers 
during the show’s heyday 

Collins, played by 
Canadian actor Jonathan 
Frid (who passed away last 
month at age 87), was the 
show’s biggest star and the 
reason stars like Quentin 
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Tarantino and Madonna 
never missed an episode. 

Depp, who resurrects the 
character in the movie, was 
also a big fan. 

“Jonathan Frid was the 
reason I used to run home 
from school to watch Dark 
Shadows,” he said, adding 
that as a child, he was so ob¬ 
sessed with Barnabas Collins 
that he wanted to be him. 

The fame that came 
along with playing the lusty 
vampire was unexpected. 
When Frid won the role, 
he was planning a move to 
San Diego to teach acting 
and only accepted the part 
as a three-week gig to make 
money for the move. 

“Ever since Frid joined 
Dark Shadows in April 1967, 
the program’s ratings have 
zoomed,” wrote the Chicago 
Tribune, “and Frid’s popular¬ 


ity has soared so rapidly that 
not even television’s image- 
makers, let alone the actor 
himself, can explain it.” 

The character struck a 
chord with audiences, but 
in his first weeks wearing 
Barnabas’ cape, he had no 
idea of his popularity. When 
a producer handed him a 
piece of paper, he only reluc¬ 
tantly accepted it, thinking 
it was a pink slip. It wasn’t. 

It was a piece of fan mail. 

Frid also played the 
character on the big screen 
in House of Dark Shadows — 
but be warned, the movie is 
much bloodier than the soap. 

After Dark Shadows left 
the air in 1971, Frid worked 
primarily on stage, but his 
final performance — as a 
guest at a Collins’ Manor 
gala — is featured in Tim 
Burton’s movie.

One of tiie biggest complaints 
full-time freelancers make 
about working at home is feel¬ 
ing like they’re never able to 
leave the office — because it’s 
literally in their living room. 

While urban living often 
means small quarters, it’s cer¬ 
tainly possible to create a separ¬ 
ate home office that feels like a 
dedicated work space — even if 
it’s just in a tiny studio. Here’s 
how: 

1. Carve out a clear-cut space 

Comers generally work best 
when creating a work nook. 
Select a comer of your kitchen, 
living room or studio apart¬ 
ment that gets particularly 
good light and then tape the 
floor to demarcate exactly how 
large or small you want your 
“office” to be. 

Be strict about containing 
your office furniture and any 
other related work materials 
to the space you’ve taped off, 
so as to have a clear work-only 
zone in your home. Just be sure 
to remove the tape once you’ve 


finished decorating. 

2. Set a different tone 

Does the rest of your home 
have a maximal look that’s 
densely filled with decorative 
items from your past 10 years 
of travel? Then make your work 
space clean and minimal. Is 
your apartment already sparse? 
Then buy a bold piece of art¬ 
work, create a mood board, 
or put together a small gallery 
of images to hang above your 
desk and define the look of the 
space, setting it apart from the 
rest of your home.

Bake for 20 minutes, or until 
puffed and lightly browned.
